1980  —  The  year  Mollis,  New  Hampshire  celebrated  its  250th  Anniver- 
sary! The  celebration  has  special  meaning  to  each  Mollis  resident,  but  to 
Marold  Mardy,  Grace  Pulsifer  and  Merman  Stickney  there  are  more 
memories  than  for  most.

What  young  person  has  not  listened  in  disbelief  to  Merman's  stories  on 
fishing,  hunting  and  other  numerous  anecdotes  about  many  of  our  com- 
munity citizens. 

Harold  has  been  involved  for  many  years  as  a  deacon  of  the  Mollis  Con- 
gregational Church.  His  special  interest  has  been  in  aiding  our  neighbors 
who  need  a  little  helping  hand  now  and  then.  How  many  young  people  who 
have  grown  up  in  Hollis,  learned  their  first  work  habits  while  working  at 
Brookdale  Fruit  Farm?  Harold  owned  and  managed  this  farm  for  many 
years. 

There  are  many  traditions  in  this  community  which  were  established  long 
before  many  of  us  were  born  or  moved  here.  There  are  traditions  which 
people  like  Grace  Pulsifer,  Herman  Stickney  and  Harold  Hardy  helped  to 
instigate  and  keep  growing.

1980  REPORT 

To  the  citizens  of  Hollis: 

The  Hollis  Police  Association,  a  non-profit  organization,  was  established 
in  April  1971 .  The  membership  of  this  organization  consists  of  the  police  of- 
ficers of  the  Town  of  Hollis. 

Our  community  projects  this  past  year  included  sponsoring  a  high  school 
student  at  Boys'  State  for  one  week,  the  Community  Calendar  and  the  Bike 
Rodeo.  The  Hollis  Police  Association  also  donated  money  for  the  purchase 
of  new  uniforms  for  our  police  officers. 

In  keeping  with  the  benevolent  spirit  of  the  Association,  money  was 
donated  to  two  families  in  need  of  emergency  funds.  The  Association  also 
sponsored  physiccd  fitness  programs  for  police  officers  and  target  practice 
towards  mandatory  annual  firearm  quadification  for  all  enforcement  person- 
nel. 

The  members  of  the  Association  have  volunteered  their  services  to  other 
town  organizations  such  as  police  duty  at  the  Strawberry  and  Apple 
Festivals,  high  school  graduation  and  the  Crime  Prevention  Unit  which  per- 
forms home  security  checks.  The  Association  members  accepted  a  request 
and  volunteered  their  service  to  the  250th  Anniversary  Committee  main- 
taining security  and  traffic  control  for  the  celebration  and  rock  concert.  We 
like  to  think  this  added  to  the  success  of  these  festivities. 

Many  hours  are  donated  to  training  sessions  for  new  police  officers  to  in- 
sure their  proficiency  before  they  are  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  and  al- 
lowed to  take  up  their  duties. 

I  thank  each  of  the  officers  for  their  dedication  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties  and  for  all  of  the  volunteered  time  spent  by  members  of  the  Associa- 
tion on  activities  to  raise  money  for  the  Association  programs.  Donations 
are  gready  appreciated  from  any  person  or  organization  wishing  to  help  us 
in  our  endeavors.  Helping  us  enables  us  to  better  help  you  when  the  need 
arises.  The  effectiveness  and  proficiency  of  this  department  continues  to  ad- 
vance in  direct  proportion  to  the  town's  rapid  growth,  i.e.,  need.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT 
1980  ANNUAL  REPORT 

Inflation  and  growth  are  issues  the  Hollis  Police  must  face  along  with  the 
rest  of  the  town.  Each  produces  an  increased  demand  on  police  resources. 
Neither  explains  the  burglaries  that  Hollis  experienced  in  1980. 

The  number  of  burglaries  in  Hollis  iricreased  significantly  in  1980  as 
compared  to  1979.  The  actual  count  was  82,  with  17  attempts  in  addition. 
Given  the  1980  census  figure  of  1,551  households  in  Hollis,  this  means  that 
almost  one  house  in  fifteen  was  attacked  by  burglars  in  1980.  If  this  ratio 
continues,  the  odds  are  that  half  of  all  houses  in  Hollis  will  be  victimized  at 
some  time  in  the  next  ten  years. 

Numbers  alone  cannot  describe  the  cost  to  the  victim  of  these  crimes. 
You  cannot  appreciate  the  shock  of  discovering  your  home  torn  apart  nor 
the  loss  of  heirlooms  passed  down  from  your  great-great-grandparents  until 
it  happens  to  you.  Unfortunately,  it  seems  that  public  appreciation  of  these 
aspects  of  burglary  is  likely  to  increase  —  the  hard  way. 

The  Hollis  Police  Department  has  observed  some  elements  that  tend  to 
be  common  to  burglaries  here.  These  include: 

Most  are  committed  by  juveniles,  that  is  persons  under  18. 

Over  75%  of  these  juveniles  are  classed  as  "repeaters,"  mean- 
ing that  the  individual  has  been  arrested,  brought  before  the 
court  and  found  guilty  of  burglary  before. 

Drugs  are  involved  in  over  90%  of  burglary  cases,  either 
because  the  perpetrators  were  under  the  influence  of  drugs  or 
because  they  sought  money  to  buy  drugs. 

There  is  a  ready  market  for  stolen  property  (at  a  fraction  of  its 
true  value),  and  those  who  provide  this  market  are  not  helping 
to  suppress  the  burglaries. 

Burglary  is  an  easy  crime  to  commit,  requiring  little  special  skill  or  equip- 
ment. Many  Hollis  buildings  are  above  average  in  vulnerability  to 
burglary,  since  we  still  have  space,  trees  and  hills  around  us  in  greater 
measure  than  our  city  counterparts.  The  desire  for  privacy  produces  the 
isolation  that  the  burglar  needs. 

There  is  no  easy  solution  to  this  problem.  Hard  drugs  and  marijuana  will 
continue  to  be  available.  The  receivers  of  stolen  goods  are  beyond  HoUis' 
borders,  in  the  main,  and  efforts  to  reform  them  have  so  far  been  unproduc- 
tive. Detected  offenders  will  continue  to  be  released  under  inadequate 
supervision. 

It  is  true  this  year,  as  last,  that  citizen  cooperation  can  make  a  world  of 
difference.  There  are  cases  on  record  this  year  where  a  burglary  was 
terminated  and  the  perpetrators  apprehended  because  an  alert  neighbor 
noticed  something  wrong  and  called  us.  Our  thanks  to  those  who  took  the 
trouble  to  help  out.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND 
STATE  FOREST  FIRE  SERVICE 

Forest  Fire  Prevention:  Your  Business,  Our  Business,  Good  Business. 
Forest  fire  prevention  slogans  have  been  seen  in  association  with  Smokey 
Bear  since  the  late  nineteen  forties  when  a  national  effort  to  check  the  spread 
of  forest  fires  was  implemented. 

New  Hampshire  residents  recognized  that  forest  fire  prevention  and  sup- 
pression was  the  responsibility  of  every  citizen,  a  half  century  before  this  na- 
tional campaign,  when  our  legislature  established  our  first  forest  fire  laws  in 
1903.  Since  that  date,  the  State  has  appointed  a  town/city  forest  fire  warden 
who  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  law  enforcement  in  his  municipalitry. 

All  fires  kindled  out  of  doors  when  there  is  no  snow  on  the  ground  must 
be  approved  in  writing  by  the  forest  fire  warden  before  being  kindled.  All 
forest  fires  must  be  suppressed  by  the  warden  and  his  deputies  as  soon  as 
they  are  reported.  The  cost  of  fire  suppression  is  shared  jointly  by  the  town 
and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  as  are  forest  fire  prevention  and  forest  fire 
training  costs. 

This  state  and  local  municipality  cooperative  forest  fire  program  has 
given  New  Hampshire  one  of  the  best  forest  fire  records  in  the  United 
States.

This  has  been  a  good  year  as  far  as  building  fires.  There  were  only  two; 
Lavoies  on  NartofT  Road  lost  a  storage  shed  and  a  small  barn  was  destroyed 
on  Laurel  Hill  Road. 

Wood  stove  owners  have  done  very  well  this  year.  I  would  like  to  thank 
all  the  people  for  being  conscious  while  using  their  stoves,  especially  when 
installing  them.  This  eliminates  a  lot  of  fires.  We  would  like  to  point  out  that 
the  Town  has  an  Ordinance  that  requires  everyone  who  is  installing  a  wood 
stove  to  get  a  permit  from  the  Building  Inspector  and  to  have  him  inspect 
the  installation  before  the  stove  is  used. 

This  year  we  have  fifteen  certified  fire  fighters.  The  ambulance  crew  are 
always  training  to  keep  up  with  the  changes  as  their  runs  are  increasing 
every  year. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  youth  for  the  splendid  job  they  have  done  at 
Nichols  Field  with  their  fireplace.  This  has  cut  down  the  number  of  illegal 
fires  in  other  areas  of  town. 

After  31  years  in  the  fire  service,  seven  of  which  has  been  as  Chief,  I  feel 
now  is  the  time  to  retire.  I  have  had  great  guys  to  work  with  and  hope  they 
keep  up  the  good  work  to  continue  to  be  the  best  department  in  the  area.

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TOWN  FOREST  REPORT  FOR  1980 

Once  more  we  are  pleased  to  announce  another  addition  of  land  to  the 
Town  Forest,  This  area  of  about  9  acres  lies  along  the  brook  at  the  extreme 
eastern  end  of  the  forest.  It  is  now  possible  to  start  at  Silver  Lake  Park  and 
go  through  State  and  Town  land  almost  all  the  way  to  Hardy  Lane  off 
Wheeler  Rd.  We  purchased  this  land  from  Barbara  Hensel  of  Worcester, 
and  were  able  to  finance  half  of  it  through  the  Federal  matching  funds  pro- 
gram. 

The  new  gravel  pit  has  saved  the  Town  a  lot  of  money  in  gravel  and 
trucking  costs.  The  pit  has  been  enlarged,  the  road  relocated,  more  loam 
spread  and  much  grading  done.  We  should  be  planting  some  small  trees  this 
spring. 

Nearly  all  the  forestry  work  this  year  consisted  of  salvaging  trees  kUled  by 
beaver  flooding.  As  usual,  Howard  Parkhurst  did  the  work.  Luckily  the  ice 
was  strong  enough  to  hold  his  tractor,  and  this  winter  should  be  the  same. 
The  next  threat  to  the  Town  Forest  is  defoliation  by  gypsy  moths.  Their 
egg  clusters  occur  in  very  large  numbers  this  year.

Highway  Subsidy 

Chapter  241,  Section  14  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  as  amended, 
provides  a  highway  subsidy  for  maintenance,  construction,  and  reconstruc- 
tion of  Class  IV  and  V  highways  in  towns  and  cities. 

Your  highway  subsidy  for  1981  will  be  $22,624.94. 

Additional  Highway  Subsidy 

Chapter  241,  Section  15  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  as  amended, 
provides  an  additional  highway  subsidy  which  shall  be  used  only  for  con- 
struction or  reconstruction  of  Class  IV  and  V  highways  and  shall  be  used  to 
increase  the  highway  appropriation  of  the  municipality  as  of  1977. 

Your  additional  subsidy  for  1981  is  estimated  to  be  $17,419.29. 

Highway  subsidy  payments  are  made  quarterly  in  January,  April,  July, 
and  October.  Accurate  records  of  expenditures  must  be  maintained. 
Audited  reports  will  be  required  on  a  yearly  basis,  Jan.  1  to  Dec.  31 ,  and  in- 
termediate reports  may  also  be  necessary. 

NOTE:  All  of  these  amounts  are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the   1981 
Legislature. 
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COMMUNICATIONS  CENTER 
1980  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  workload  for  the  Communications  Center  has  increased  propor- 
tionately with  the  town's  evergrowing  population,  along  with  all  the  other 
town  departments.  This  year  we  have  experienced  many  simultaneous  am- 
bulance emergency  calls.  Increased  ongoing  training  is  scheduled  to  insure 
ma:»{imum  efficiency  in  all  our  procedures.  A  study  committee,  chaired  by 
Steve  Davidson,  has  reconfirmed  the  need  for  new,  more  efficient  com- 
munications equipment. 

We  continue  to  answer  the  information  needs  of  the  town,  as  about 
30,000  phone  csdls  and  30,000  radio  transmissions  were  handled  by  the 
Center,  with  1500  pages  of  log  for  1980.  We  handled  about  340  dog  and 
animal  complaints  this  calendar  year. 

The  majority  of  calls  are  of  police  nature  (1939  incident  reports  were 
filed),  then  information  calls,  dump  hours,  town  office  hours  and  directions 
to  streets  in  town.  We  give  out  burning  permits  and  dump  stickers.  When 
you  are  going  to  be  away,  call  us  to  have  the  police  department  check  your 
home.  Be  sure  your  house  is  numbered,  either  on  the  house  or  on  the 
mailbox,  be  sure  it's  clearly  visible  from  the  road.  This  will  help  the  police, 
fire  and  ambulance  crews  find  your  house  more  quickly  in  an  emergency. 

When  calling,  state  your  problem,  then  give  your  name,  address,  and 
phone  number,  also  include  any  information  that  will  help  the  unit  to  han- 
dle your  problem.

HOLLIS  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 
1980  REPORT 

The  past  year  has  seen  four  new  roads  in  town  plus  the  rebuilding  of 
Farley  Road  from  the  Nashua  line  to  the  junction  of  Nevens  and  Farley 
Roads,  a  distance  of  7/10  of  a  mile.  We  used  MAG  70  this  year  for  the  sur- 
face. This  will  be  the  product  we  wUl  aJl  be  using  very  shortly. 

A  culvert  was  placed  on  Mill  Road  where  a  wooden  bridge  had  been. 
The  road  was  graveled  and  a  guard  rail  was  put  up.  When  we  get  some 
more  granite  from  the  road  job  on  Route  11 1  we  wUl  be  raising  the  road 
another  12". 

On  South  Merrimack  Road  the  culvert  needs  walls  buUt  to  hold  slopes 
from  eroding. 

We  blacked  another  1000'  of  Plain  Road  and  in  1981  we  will  do  some 
more  on  Truell  Road. 

To  continue  on  Plain  and  Federal  HiU  Roads  will  require  a  sizeable 
amount  of  money.  We  wUl  also  be  doing  Nevens  Road  to  the  junction  of 
South  Merrimack  Road. 

The  Highway  Department  took  delivery  of  the  new  truck  that  was 
ordered  at  the  1980  Town  Meeting  just  before  Christmas.  It  is  a  nice  piece 
of  equipment. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  residents  of  Hollis  for  their  support  and 
understanding  of  the  Highway  Department  plus  those  who  have  helped 
make  my  job  easier.

1980  HEALTH  OFFICER'S  REPORT 

During  1980  Robert  F.  Sundstrom  retired  after  13  years  as  Hollis  Health 
Officer.  His  expertise  will  be  missed. 

In  the  early  spring  alert  observers  reported  to  the  Selectmen  that 
suspicious  containers  were  being  left  in  an  unauthorized  dump  site.  Inspec- 
tion revealed  several  barrels  of  unidentified  matter  partially  covered  by 
debris  and  fill. 

The  State  of  N.H.,  Division  of  Public  Health,  Bureau  of  Solid  Wastes, 
was  quick  to  respond  to  our  call  for  technical  assistance  and  brought  in  a 
crew  to  map  and  identify  the  problem.  They  found  that  Hollis  was  victim  of 
a  hazardous  waste  dump.  Necessary  steps  were  taken  to  prevent  further  il- 
legal use  of  the  area,  and  to  institute  safe  disposal  procedures. 

We  are  pleased  that  alert  citizens  reported  the  dumping,  but  are  con- 
cerned that  it  did  occur.  We  are  grateful  that  no  groundwater  contamina- 
tion was  evident  in  our  testing,  but  wonder  how  long  the  earth  can  continue 
to  be  so  forgiving  in  the  face  of  the  increasing  abuse  we  are  giving  it. 

The  Selectmen  have  recently  appointed  Mrs.  Jeanne  Williams  as  Health 
Officer  to  take  the  place  of  Robert  Sundstrom.

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MOLLIS  RECREATION  COMMISSION 
REPORT  FOR  1980 

The  Hollis  Recreation  Commission  programs  in  1980  continued  to  have 
the  enthusiastic  support  of  the  townspeople  of  all  ages. 

The  Ski  Program  scheduled  for  January  at  Blanchard  Hill  in  Dunstable 
was  cancelled  due  to  lack  of  snow. 

The  Little  League  Program  was  under  the  overall  direction  of  Art 
Rockwell  and  assisted  by  Lionel  Bourassa,  Jack  Cotter  and  Chuck  Peter- 
son. There  were  five  major  league  teams  and  eight  minor  league  teams. 
Also,  a  Hollis  Little  League  Invitational  Tournament  was  held  with  teams 
from  Amherst,  Brookline,  MUford  and  Hollis  competing. 

The  Girls  Softball  Program,  directed  by  Cheryl  Henry  went  well  with  ap- 
proximately 100  girls  participating.  There  were  7  teams  that  were  com- 
peting. Also  there  was  a  team  of  20  girls,  coached  by  Barbara  Madsen,  that 
competed  in  the  New  Hampshire  Junior  Miss  Summer  Softball  Program. 

The  Babe  Ruth  Program  was  again  run  by  Tom  LaPierre.  There  were 
two  14-15  year  old  teams  playing  in  the  Merrimack  Valley  League. 

There  were  5  tennis  tournaments  during  the  year,  with  probably  the 
highlight  being  the  mixed  doubles  on  July  4th.  These  tournaments  were  run 
by  the  Tennis  Committee  under  the  direction  of  Dot  Colson.  The  summer 
directors  also  had  tennis  lessons  for  all  age  groups  during  the  summer.  Ad- 
ditional lights  were  added  for  night  tennis  which  did  improve  the  overall 
lighting  at  the  courts. 

The  Swimming  Program,  with  Sue  Darling  in  charge  was  held  at  Silver 
Lake  with  another  good  turnout. 

The  Summer  Playground  Program  was  run  this  year  by  Heather  Colson 
and  Cindy  Normandie.  Participation  in  these  various  programs  was  less 
than  in  previous  years,  as  the  needs  and  desires  of  the  children  are  apparent- 
ly changing.  Andy's  Playhouse  Drama  Program  was  run  again  this  year 
with  excellent  participation.  There  were  two  field  trips  held  —  one  to  Mt. 
Monadnock  and  the  other  a  Deep  Sea  Fishing  trip. 

The  Soccer  Program  started  in  September  under  Paul  Hayner's  direc- 
tion, assisted  by  Don  Shifflet  and  Karl  Bausha.  There  were  approximately 
60  children  enrolled  in  the  program. 

Again  this  year  Peter  Lubinsky  was  in  charge  of  "Old  Men's 
Basketball."  This  started  in  October  and  is  being  held  at  the  Junior  High 
School. 

The  Winter  Basketball  Program  started  in  December  under  Lou  Zivic's 
direction.  The  turnout  was  excellent  with  about  55  children  on  three  4-5-6 
grade  teams  and  two  7-8-9-10  grade  teams.  The  turnout  of  coaches  and 
referees  has  been  excellent  this  year  and  is  much  appreciated. 

The  Ski  Swap  was  held  on  November  15th  and  was  a  sucess.  Items  left 
over  were  donated  to  the  Nashua  Boys  Club. 
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During  the  summer  months,  Marilyn  Fontana  and  Barbara  Madscn 
resigned  from  the  Recreation  Commission.  Both  Marilyn  and  Barbara  did 
excellent  jobs  on  their  respective  programs,  (^ur  thanks  to  lx)th  for  a  job 
well  done.  They  were  replaced  by  Sue  Darling  and  Beth  Magcnnis. 

Work  on  the  new  shelter  at  Nichols  Field  has  been  started  and  it  is  hoped 
that  it  will  be  completed  in  the  spring  of  1981. 

A  new  chain  fence  was  installed  at  the  Post  Office  Field  and  a  new  split 
rail  fence  was  put  in  at  Nichols  Field.  Both  are  attractive  additions  at  their 
respective  locations. 

On  behalf  of  all  the  Recreation  Commission  members,  I  would  like  to 
thank  all  the  volunteers  for  their  time  and  effort  in  making  all  the  programs 
possible.

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HOLLIS  PLANNING  BOARD 
1980  ANNUAL  REPORT 

As  predicted  in  our  1979  report,  the  rate  of  residential  growth  in  Mollis 
during  1980  slowed  considerably  due  to  inflation,  high  interest  rates  and 
tightening  of  available  mortgage  funds.  At  this  time  it  is  difficult  to  assess 
the  effect  that  a  new  administration  in  Washington  will  have  on  our  1981 
growth,  but  we  would  expect  that  no  appreciable  change  will  take  place  until 
the  middle  of  the  year  at  the  earliest. 

In  1980,  the  Board  approved  a  net  of  thirty-five  (35)  new  building  lots 
and  forty-seven  (47)  residential  septic  plans  preparatory  to  approval  of 
building  permits.  This  compares  with  seventy-three  (73)  new  building  lots 
and  sixty-seven  (67)  septic  plan  approvals  in  1979.  During  1980,  forty-three 
(43)  abutter  hearings  and  six  (6)  other  public  hearings  were  held.  A  total  of 
fourteen  (14)  subdivision  plans,  thirteen  (13)  property  plans  and  nine  (9) 
site  plans  were  reviewed  and  approved. 

At  the  Town  Meeting  in  March,  a  new  Zoning  Ordinance  was  adopted 
by  the  Town.  The  new  Ordinance  was  in  the  format  as  recommended  by 
the  Legislative  Planning  Committee  in  the  fall  of  1979. 

A  great  deal  of  the  Board's  time  in  1980  was  devoted  to  reviewing  a  pro- 
posed condominium  planned  unit  development.  Two  proposals  by  the  same 
applicant  for  the  same  piece  of  land  were  subsequently  denied  by  the  Board. 
As  of  January  1,  1981,  appeals  of  these  two  denials  are  pending  in  court. 

With  the  help  of  many  concerned  residents,  the  Board  formulated  and 
adopted  Site  Plan  Regulations  as  required  by  the  N.H.  RSA's.  In  addition, 
the  Board  will  submit  a  revised  Section  III,  L,  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance, 
Planned  Unit  Development,  for  adoption  at  Town  Meeting  in  March, 
1981. 

In  general,  the  Board  holds  its  regular  monthly  meeting  on  the  third 
Monday  each  month  and  holds  abutter  hearings  on  the  first  Monday.  All 
such  meetings  are  posted  on  the  board  at  the  front  of  the  Town  Hall.  Special 
meetings  are  also  posted  when  announced. 

Current  procedures  of  the  Board  are,  in  part,  dictated  by  provisions  of 
the  N.H.  RSA's.  To  comply  with  these  provisions,  all  submissions  should 
adhere  to  the  following  schedule: 

1.    Subdivisions,  site  plan  reviews  and  planned  unit  developments 

All  required  drawings,  supporting  data,  abutter  lists  and  appropriate 
fees  must  be  received  in  the  Board  office  by  the  first  Monday  of  the 
month  to  be  included  in  the  next  monthly  meeting. 
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2.  Plot  plans  only  or  plans  for  minor  property  line  revisions 

All  required  drawings,  abutter  lists  and  fees  must  be  received  in  the 
Board  office  by  the  third  Monday  for  inclusions  in  the  next  month's 
abutter  hearing. 

3.  Septic  plans 

State  approved  septic  plans  and  applicable  building  rights  for  ap- 
proval prior  to  building  permit  application  may  be  submitted 
anytime;  however,  Board  action  is  normally  taken  on  Wednesdays.

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MOLLIS  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
1980  ANNUAL  REPORT 

In  the  past  year  members  of  the  HoUis  Conservation  Commission  have 
attended  seminars  sponsored  by  the  Nashua  River  Watershed  Association, 
Nashua  Regional  Planning  Commission  and  the  New  Hampshire  Associa- 
tion of  Conservation  Commissions,  all  dealing  with  some  phase  of  present 
and  potential  environmentcil  problems  in  New  Hampshire.  Some  of  the 
subjects  covered  were:  (1)  the  efforts  of  acid  rain;  (2)  problems  associated 
with  storage  and  disposal  of  hazardous  materials  and  wastes;  and  (3)  the 
protection  of  our  most  precious  resource,  our  water  supplies. 

Disastrous  examples  of  contamination  of  town  and  individual  water 
sources  abound  in  the  New  England  area  and  elsewhere  in  the  United  States 
due  to  illegal  dumping  and  lack  of  adequate  information  as  to  where  the 
principal  groundwater  supplies  and  recharge  areas  are  located.  These  ex- 
amples should  serve  as  a  valuable  lesson  to  HoUis  as  the  town  grows  and  will 
have  to  confront  such  problems.  Accurate  information  on  water  resources 
can  only  be  supplied  by  an  accurate  survey  done  by  competent 
hydrogeologists.  Such  surveys  are  costly,  but  such  costs  become  insignifi- 
cant when  a  town's  groundwater  supply  is  contaminated  and  cannot  be 
used  for  generations  to  come.  Such  surveys  should  be  done  on  a  regional 
basis,  since  water  contamination  does  not  stop  at  town  boundaries. 

In  keeping  with  our  program  of  acquiring  desirable  town  for  open  space, 
recreation  and  protection  of  our  water  resources,  in  1980  we  have  acquired 
a  total  of  30  acres  by  purchase  and  23  acres  by  donation.  The  breakdown  of 
these  acquisitions  is  as  follows: 

•  9  acres  of  land  adjacent  to  the  Town  Forest  purchased  with  the  aid  of 
federal  matching  funds. 

•  5  acres  of  wetland  off  Pierce  Lane  adjacent  to  land  already  owned  by 
the  town. 

•  4  acres  near  the  Nissitissett  River 

•  12  acres  adjacent  to  land  already  owned  where  Flint  Brook  enters  the 
Nashua  River. 

The  last  12  acre  parcel  was  obtained  from  the  Hollis  Land  Trust  and  with 
the  expected  receipt  of  federal  matching  funds  will  represent  a  significant 
gift  to  the  Town  from  the  Land  Trust. 

The  Hollis  Conservation  Commission  has  also  received  a  gift  from  Frank 
Martin  of  approximately  twenty-three  acres  located  on  Witches  Spring 
Brook,  for  which  we  are  most  grateful. 

As  the  price  of  land  continues  to  increase  in  Hollis,  it  is  becoming  more 
difficult  to  obtain  desirable  land.  Fortunately,  the  Federal  Land  and  Water 
Conservation  Fund  matching  program  enables  us  to  double  the  conserva- 
tion appropriation  and  we  are  most  grateful  for  the  townspeople's  continu- 
ing support  of  their  commission's  efforts.

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NASHUA  REGIONAL  PLANNING  COMMISSION 
1980  ANNUAL  REPORT:  TOWN  OF  MOLLIS 

1980  was  a  productive  year  for  the  Nashua  Regional  Planning  Commis- 
sion, with  progress  made  in  the  areas  of  mass  transit,  water  quality, 
highway  planning,  and  local  planning  service. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Mollis  Commissioners,  Mary  Leipziger,  Barbara 
Coughlin,  and  alternate  Judy  Ferguson,  the  Commission  was  able  to  supply 
a  host  of  planning  assistance  services  to  Mollis.  Among  these  services  was 
the  preparation  of  street  and  zoning  maps  for  printing  and  local  distribution 
at  Town  Hall.  Technical  comments  on  the  town's  existing  planned  unit 
development  (P.U.D.)  ordinance  were  provided  to  a  Town  committee 
which  was  reviewing  the  ordinance  to  suggest  revisions  for  1981  Town 
Meeting.  Additionally,  a  dwelling  unit  count  was  completed  on  a  traffic 
zone  basis. 

In  order  to  complete  its  contractual  obligations  to  the  Town  of  Mollis,  the 
Commission  provided  clerical  and  professional  assistance  to  finalizing  the 
work  of  the  master  plan  update  documents  which  were  primarily  completed 
in  1979. 

On  a  regional  level.  Mollis'  membership  provided  us  the  opportunity  to 
undertake  a  number  of  areawide  programs  and  plans. 

The  transit  study,  which  was  little  more  than  a  concept  at  year's  beginn- 
ing, has  progressed  to  an  analysis  of  seven  transit  system  alternatives,  three 
of  which  have  been  selected  for  more  detailed  study  prior  to  the  anticipated 
endorsement  of  one  system  in  September  1981.  The  study  has  enjoyed  full 
participation  by  its  Citizen  Advisory  Committee  and  several  area  transpor- 
tation committees. 

The  need  for  a  quality  water  supply  has  touched  most  of  our  lives.  The 
Regional  Planning  Commission  has  sought  to  further  public  awareness  of 
the  current  water  situation  through  a  series  of  programs  and  events,  the 
foremost  of  which  was  the  completion  of  an  update  to  portions  of  the  1973 
NRPC  Water  Quality  Plan.  The  result  was  a  published  inventory 
documenting  the  availability,  current  usage  and  future  capacity  of  public 
sewerage  and  water  facilities  in  the  region,  with  notes  on  localized  ground- 
water quality.  Three  seminars  were  held  for  area  officials  and  citizens  to 
gain  a  better  understanding  of  water  quality  issues,  each  featuring  guest 
speakers  who  are  experts  in  their  fields.  The  first,  held  in  June,  pinpointed 
alternative  methods  for  the  design  and  construction  of  sub-surface 
wastewater  disposal  systems  and  approaches  to  avoid  the  indiscriminate  ex- 
pansion of  public  sewer  lines.  The  second  and  third  seminars  constituted  a 
joint  presentation  and  were  held  in  October  and  December.  The  topic  was 
groundwater  contamination  and  protection.  In  addition  to  listing  common 
sources  of  contamination,  the  seminars  provided  a  repertoire  of  methods  for 
regulating  these  contaminant  sources. 

Mighway  planning  programs,  at  the  Commission,  culminated  in  the  re- 
cent publication  and  distribution  of  the  1980  Nashua  Area  Transportation 
Report.  Assistance  was  rendered  to  the  State  of  New  Mampshire  in  the  con- 
tinued monitoring  of  "hot  spot"  traffic  intersections  which  are  threatening 
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the  quality  of  Nashua's  air.  Traffic  count  summaries  were  prepared  for  each 
area  municipality.  Also,  work  has  been  extended  to  employers  in  the  region 
to  promote  carpooling  and  vanpooling. 

Local  planning  assistance  took  on  a  very  new  look  this  year.  In  an  effort 
to  maximize  results,  the  Commission  adopted  a  policy  whereby  com- 
munities can  request  concentrated  planning  assistance  on  a  biannual  basis. 
Under  this  policy,  four  of  the  twelve  area  communities  received  intensive 
service  since  the  summer.  The  result  has  been  a  more  practical  product  for 
the  municipality,  one  which  may  have  replaced  the  need  for  a  community  to 
hire  a  professional  consultant  at  premium  rates.  Plans  are  underway  for 
more  projects  as  requests  are  received. 

Other  work  tasks  included  development  of  a  unified  data  base  and  format 
for  community  statistical  profiles  (monographs);  quarterly  publication  of  the 
Soundings  newsletter;  a  seminar  on  capital  budgeting;  the  completion  of  ap- 
proximately 1 40  A-95  reviews  to  ensure  consistency  of  federal  funding  deci- 
sions with  local  policies  and  plans;  a  series  of  "Dispatch"  memos 
highlighting  current  planning  events;  and  completed  inventories  of  recrea- 
tional facilities  and  non-point  sources  of  pollution  in  each  community. 

The  Commission  looks  forward  to  serving  HoUis  in  1981  and  welcomes 
comments  or  suggestions  which  will  make  our  programming  reflective  of 
your  needs.

1980 

In  January,  1980,  the  library  trustees  were  notified  that  the  town  had 
been  named  a  beneficiary  of  the  will  of  the  late  Mr.  Charles  Zylonis  of 
Nashua.  The  pertinent  sentences  are  —  "I  give,  bequeath  and  devise  all  the 
rest,  residue  and  remainder  of  my  estate,  —  to  the  towns  of  Litchfield, 
Pelham,  Mollis,  and  Londonderry,  N.H.  in  trust  nevertheless,  for  the 
following  uses,  the  principal  fund  to  be  kept  intact,  the  income  therefrom  to 
be  used  once  annually  by  each  town  benefitting,  for  the  week  before 
Memorial  Day,  to  put  real  or  artificial  flowers  on  my  grave,  and  the  balance 
of  the  income  to  be  used  to  buy  books  or  periodicals  (report  of  such  pur- 
chases being  shown  annually  in  the  town  report)  for  the  town  library  in  each 
town,  such  books  or  periodicals  being  concerned  with  the  Lithuanian 
people,  or  the  country," 

A  total  principal  sum  of  $25,276.69  was  received,  an  amount  large 
enough  to  make  it  inexpedient,  if  not  impossible,  to  expend  the  income  for 
the  limited  purposes  allowed  by  the  will.  As  the  Nashua  and  Hudson 
libraries  were  each  bequeathed  $10,000,  the  six  libraries  involved  began 
meeting  together  to  try  to  decide  how  best  to  fulfill  Mr.  Zylonis'  desires  and 
yet  serve  their  public  fairly  and  properly.  A  lawyer  from  the  Attorney 
General's  office,  division  of  charitable  trusts,  has  been  meeting  with  us  also. 
On  his  advice  we  have  not  spent  any  of  the  income  this  year  (except  for  buy- 
ing flowers  for  the  grave),  pending  a  decision  by  the  court  on  a  proposal 
now  being  prepared. 

The  first  Hollis  Arts  and  Crafts  Fair  was  held  in  June  in  the  Town  Hall. 
Organizers  Gallic  Hayward  and  Linda  Knight  donated  the  proceeds  to  the 
library,  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books  on  arts  and  crafts.  Not  all  the 
books  ordered  have  been  received  as  yet  (we  have  been  having  problems 
with  our  jobber),  but  these  funds  will  provide  an  important  beginning  core 
collection  for  patrons  to  use.  We  welcome  any  suggestions  for  titles  you  feel 
should  be  included. 

A  new  magazine  rack  has  been  added  which  holds  more  magazines  than 
did  our  old  one,  but  takes  up  less  space.  Our  librarian  has  a  new  desk  also, 
giving  her  some  desperately  needed  additional  work  and  storage  area. 

Thanks  to  both  Jane  Manning  and  Sandy  Berkey  we  had  a  story  hour 
during  the  (J.M.)  and  the  fall  too  (S.B.),  and  will  soon  begin  another. 
These  women  volunteer  their  talents  and  we  are  most  appreciative. 

The  Hollis  Social  Library  belongs  to  a  co-operative  of  fourteen  libraries, 
so  if  we  do  not  have  the  book  or  information  you  need,  we  can  most  prob- 
ably get  it  for  you  through  our  inter-libreiry  loan  system.  Just  ask!

The  Souhegan  Regional  Landfill  District  Committee  is  gratified  to  report 
these  1980  highlights  to  the  taxpayers  of  Amherst,  Brookline,  Hollis,  and 
Mont  Vernon. 

The  surplus  was  achieved  through  efficient  day-to-day  operations,  ap- 
plication of  preventive  maintenance  procedures  which  significantly  reduced 
major  repair  costs,  increased  income  from  commercial  haulers,  and  atten- 
tive financial  management. 

Improved  knowledge  of  costs,  careful  analysis  of  operations  and  expected 
maintenance,  and  application  of  a  portion  of  the  1980  surplus  made  it  possi- 
ble to  budget  1981  operations  at  $134,116  which  is  $40  less  than  the  1980 
budget.  Estimated  hauling  expenses,  chargeable  to  the  sending  towns,  is  up 
$3000  from  $19,000  to  $22,000. 

The  Town  of  Amherst,  from  whom  the  landfill  property  is  leased,  exer- 
cised its  option  to  the  sand  and  gravel  that  is  not  needed  for  Icindfill  opera- 
tions. During  the  year  the  Town,  at  no  cost  to  the  District,  initiated  excava- 
tion work  to  ready  additional  areas  for  refuse  disposal.  This  mutually  ad- 
vantageous arrangement  provides  Amherst  with  sand  and  gravel  that  would 
otherwise  have  to  be  purchased.  At  the  same  time  it  eliminates  expenses  that 
would  have  to  be  shared  by  the  taxpayers  of  all  of  the  towns  if  the  District 
had  to  pay  for  the  excavation  work. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  selectmen  and  citizens  of  Brookline  and 
Hollis  more  people  are  going  to  the  "dump"  on  weekdays.  This  does  away 
with  the  problems  previously  encountered  on  weekends  and  makes  it  possi- 
ble to  handle  the  increasing  amount  of  trash  with  the  District's  existing 
equipment.  The  Mont  Vernon  Selectmen  are  aware  that  their  collection  site 
hours  may  have  to  be  modified  during  1981  since  additional  refuse  can  not 
be  accommodated  on  weekends. 

The  District  Committee  acknowledges  with  thanks  the  constructive 
management  contributions  of  Albert  C.  Dudley  of  Mont  Vernon  and 
Ronald  E.  Stillman  of  Amherst  prior  to  their  resignations  as  representatives 
of  their  towns.

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DOINGS  OF  THE  SELECTMEN  —  1980 

1980  found  the  Town  of  Hollis  growing  both  in  numbers  of  townspeople 
and  areas  of  challenge  for  town  government.  Problems  which  were 
minuscule  in  a  town  of  2500  became  much  more  insistent  of  solution  for 
4700  people. 

The  first  order  of  business  was  to  broaden  the  tax  base  by  some  6  V2 
million  dollars  via  a  complete  reappraisal  of  all  real  property,  both  land  and 
buildings,  by  the  Selectmen- Assessors.  It  was  decided  to  bring  the  office  of 
the  Town  Clerk  into  the  town  hsJl  to  provide  fuU  service  for  the  day-to-day 
needs  of  the  townspeople  at  one  address.  There  was  continued  renovation  of 
the  town  hall  with  a  new  kitchen  and  bathroom  in  the  lower  town  hall.  New 
carpeting  as  well  as  fire  detection  systems,  etc.,  have  been  added.  With  ap- 
proval by  the  Planning  Board  of  the  new  fire  house  site  on  Ash  Street,  con- 
version of  the  present  fire  station  to  meet  other  needs  of  a  growing  com- 
munity is  being  studied  by  the  Capital  Needs  Committe. 

In  order  to  improve  fiscal  management,  the  Board  went  out  to  bid  to 
select  a  firm  to  install  an  innovative  new  concept  of  improved  design  to 
replace  the  methods  of  bookkeeping  followed  over  the  last  several  decades.  It 
is  hoped  that  this  will  be  adopted  to  all  towns  in  the  state.  At  the  same  time, 
this  firm  wUl  do  the  annual  audit  as  required  by  Federal  laws. 

The  Highway  Department  continues  to  find  new  and  better  ways  to  pro- 
vide road  maintenance  and  construction  under  the  capable  leadership  of 
Roy  Wilkins.  It  is  with  regret  that  we  see  his  retirement  from  the  Fire 
Department  but  with  a  hearty  "Thank  You"  for  a  job  faithfully  done  over 
the  years. 

The  Police  Department  under  the  guidance  of  Chief  Bosquet  and  Lieuten- 
ant Grady  is  moving  ahead  with  the  times  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
townspeople.  Every  man  on  the  department  can  take  just  pride  in  a  difficult 
job  being  done  well. 

As  one  can  well  understand,  the  Planning  Board  continues  to  exercise  a 
profound  effect  on  the  direction  the  community  takes.  In  an  area  which  has 
to  be  both  provocative  and  highly  controversial,  the  Board  is  showing  a  rare 
degree  of  judgment  and  common  sense  in  a  most  difficult  field. 

In  any  team  effort,  the  factor  that  makes  the  day-to-day  work  of  the  town 
effective  is  the  dedicated  work  of  the  front  office  —  in  this  case  Mrs.  King, 
Mrs.  Clark  and  Mrs.  Auer.  Without  them  very  little  would  get  done  on 
time  and  properly. 

This  year  the  Selectmen  have  broken  new  ground  in  the  area  of  a  day  to 
day  cash  management  plan,  working  closely  with  area  banks.  In  1980, 
$37,000  of  net  income  was  generated  thus  to  reduce  taxes.  Also  the  new 
Nichols  Field  shelter  came  off  the  drawing  board  and  became  a  fact  through 
the  generosity  of  the  Nichols  family-created  fund  and  a  drive  conducted  by 
the  Hollis  Lions  Club. 

Last,  but  not  least,  was  the  never  to  be  forgotten  250th  Anniversary 
celebration  with  its  mind-boggling  parade.  Ball  and  events  capped  off  by  the 
visit  to  Nichols  Field  of  Governor  Hugh  Gallen.  The  Governor's  address 
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and  presentation  of"  a  llat^  by  tin-  Anu-rican  Studies  students  at  Hollis  High 
School  were  a  highlight  oi  the  activities. 

As  we  move  into  1981  a  word  might  be  added  to  make  our  work  in  our 
growing  community  further  the  quality  of  life  so  much  a  part  of  Hollis.  We 
earnestly  seek  your  thoughts  and  participation  throughout  the  various  areas 
of  town  activity.  If,  at  times,  there  is  something  you  do  not  understand, 
share  your  views  with  us  so  that  we  may  share  our  views  with  you.  Then  we 
will  both  be  wiser!

Lloyd  Jones  once  remarked,  "The  men  who  try  to  do  something  and  fail 
are  infinitely  better  than  those  who  try  to  do  nothing  and  succeed."

Word  of  the  sudden  and  untimely  death  of  Glenice  Sundstrom,  a  long 
time  teacher  in  the  Hoilis  School  District,  was  received  with  a  sense  of  deep 
sorrow  and  loss.  Faculty  and  students  generously  contributed  to  the  Glenice 
Sundstrom  Memorial  Scholarship  Fund  at  the  High  School.  We  will  be  in- 
stituting our  own  Annual  Memorial  Award  at  the  Elementary  School. 

Many  students  and  teachers  contributed  countless  hours  in  preparation 
for  the  "Hoilis  250"  parade.  Our  school  celebration  was  highlighted  by  a 
poster  and  essay  contest,  a  play  and  a  special  musical  presentation  by  the 
Apple- Aires  and  the  Hoilis- Aires. 

A  great  deal  of  time  and  energy  has  been  concentrated  on  the  adoption 
and  implementation  of  a  new  reading  series  in  all  grades  for  next  year.  We 
are  currently  awaiting  the  approval  of  the  1981-82  budget  in  order  to  con- 
tinue further  preparation. 

Our  Readiness,  Gifted  and  Talented,  and  Natural  Science  Programs 
continue  to  service  our  students'  needs  in  a  unique  manner  that  is  not 
always  available  to  students  in  most  school  districts  in  New  Hampshire.  I 
must  add  at  this  point  that  the  Town's  support  of  the  arts  in  our  schools  is 
also  a  factor  that  places  us  in  the  vanguard  of  school  offerings. 

Our  Readiness  Program  continues  to  provide  an  alternative  to  students 
who  have  different  developmental  needs  that  need  to  be  serviced  prior  to  at- 
tempting the  rigors  of  our  first  grade  curriculum.  Our  Gifted  and  Talented 
Program  is  currently  under  a  year-long  review.  The  fruits  of  our  efforts  will 
be  presented  to  the  School  Board  in  May  of  this  year.  The  program  current- 
ly services  some  sixty  students.  While  most  school  districts  are  considering 
or  implementing  gifted  programs,  we  are  fortunate  to  report  that  we  have 
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had  some  seven  years  of  successful  programming  in  this  area.  The  long- 
standing cooperation  and  assistance  provided  to  Hollis  Elementary  School 
by  the  Beaver  Brook  Association  continues  to  be  vigorous  and  most  mean- 
ingful. The  unlimited  use  of  the  Association's  naturail  assets  as  w^ell  as  the 
Association's  funding  of  the  district's  natural  science  teacher  has  enhanced 
our  students'  awareness,  understanding  and  appreciation  of  our  natural 
v^^orld. 

The  question  most  often  asked  in  recent  times  concerning  parental  in- 
volvement has  been  "Where  are  the  parents?"  One  need  not  look  so  very 
far  and  wide  to  note  emphatically  that  they're  here!  They  are  active  con- 
tributors in  our  volunteer  program  and  in  our  parents'  organization.  The 
Hollis  School  Volunteers  and  the  Hollis  Elementary  People  (H.E.P.)  are  an 
integral  part  of  Hollis  Elementary  School.  Their  tangible  contributions  are 
generally  measured  in  hours  and  dollars  and  they  are  substantial.  Suffice  it 
to  say  that  the  added  awareness  of  students'  needs  and  the  sharing  of  com- 
mon goals  are  the  ethereal  benefits  that  have  nurtured  a  healthy  partnership 
and  an  accountability  that  would  not  exist  otherwise. 

I  would  like  to  personally  express  my  deep  gratitude  and  appreciation  to 
Gordon  Bean  for  the  support  and  guidance  he  freely  offered  to  me  during 
this  past  summer's  transition  period. 

Theodore  Roosevelt  once  said,  "It  is  not  the  critic  who  counts;  not  the 
man  who  points  out  how  the  strong  man  stumbled,  or  where  the  doer  of 
deeds  could  have  done  better.  The  credit  belongs  to  the  man  who  is  actually 
in  the  arena ..."  It  was  impossible  to  recognize  any  or  all  of  the  individuals 
in  the  "arena."

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 
HOLLIS  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  present  school  year  opened  with  the  following  new  staff  members: 

Catherine  D'Agostino,  English/Gifted;  Michael  Whalcn,  History;  Jean 
Morrow,  Math-Science;  Rosemary  Mezzocchi,  Math;  Steven  Leavitt, 
English;  Beverly  Martin,  Home  Economics;  Mary  Rusch,  Art;  Gary 
Wolfe,  Industrial  Arts;  and  the  return  of  Louise  Rankins  from  a  leave  of 
absence. 

During  the  summer,  a  new  entrance  was  constructed  to  the  stage,  to 
make  possible  the  addition  of  a  badly  needed  storage  area  for  musical  in- 
struments. 

We  are  using  the  new  athletic  field  to  expand  the  Physical  Education  pro- 
gram and  the  After  School  Sports  program.  We  are  now  able  to  play  soccer, 
field  hockey  and  flag  football  as  an  integral  part  of  the  program. 

The  After  School  program  has  been  revamped  to  include  intramural  soc- 
cer, flag  football  and  basketball  on  a  competitive  basis. 

Steve  Leavitt  is  the  Student  Council  advisor  this  year.  The  Student 
Council  has  been  providing  activities  for  the  student  body  while  instilling 
pride  in  students  for  their  school.  The  Student  Council  purchased  a  sign  for 
the  school  which  was  placed  at  the  entrance  to  Pound  Road.  They  also 
made  a  sizable  gift  to  the  Nashua  Telegraph's  Santa  Fund. 

We  are  continuing  our  electives  in  Music,  Industrial  Arts  and  Home 
Economics  courses  which  are  meeting  a  greater  variety  of  interests  among 
students. 

We  have  made  a  curriculum  change  in  the  eighth  grade  Science  pro- 
gram: instituting  a  yearlong  Earth  Science  course,  replacing  the  Physical 
Science  which  is  now  part  of  the  ninth  grade  Science  Program. 

Staff  members  have  been  involved  in  reviewing  and  updating  all  areas  of 
the  curriculum.  Our  teachers  worked  with  the  Language  Arts  Curriculum 
Committee  reviewing  that  area  from  Grades  1-12.  Teachers  are  involved  in 
Staff  Development  and  the  New  Hampshire  Accountability  Plan,  spending 
much  time  and  effort  in  these  ongoing  areas  of  concern. 

The  HoUis  Junior  High  School  enjoyed  participating  in  the  "Hollis  250" 
events  by  placing  a  float  in  the  parade  and  participating  in  the  poster  and 
essay  contests. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  school  volunteers  for  the  many  hours  of  dedicated 
service  in  helping  meet  the  needs  of  students.

HOLLIS  AREA  HIGH  SCHOOL 

1980  was  an  exciting  combination  of  nostalgia  and  vision.  We  reviewed 
the  past  with  the  celebration  of  Hollis'  250th  Anniversary.  Some  of  our 
American  Studies  students  designed  and  made  a  historical  flag  which  was 
presented  to  Governor  Gallen  at  the  celebration.  We  look  into  the  future 
with  the  help  of  Dr.  Jim  Squires  and  the  Building  Committee  by  developing 
Educational  Specifications  for  the  proposed  renovations  and  addition  to  the 
High  School. 

Some  needed  guidance  help  was  acquired  with  the  addition  of  our 
Guidance  Team  consisting  of  two  half-time  counselors,  Midge  Kelley,  and 
Carol  Dochstader. 

Mr.  Denis  Joy  replaced  Robert  Paul  as  Assistant  Principal  at  the  High 
School.  Mr.  Paul  became  the  Elementary  Principal.  Mr.  Joy  has  continued 
the  tradition  of  dedication  and  excellence  that  had  been  established  by  Mr.

The  volunteers 
help  us  in  the  kitchen,  the  guidance  office,  and  in  various  curriculum  areas.

Schedule,  making  courses  more  available  to  the  students.  It  also  provided 
more  planning  time  for  the  teachers,  but  of  course  it  gave  us  more  study 
halls  as  well!

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

Since  the  Spring  of  1980,  the  Hollis  School  Board  and  the  administration 
have  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  on  the  overcrowded  situation  at  Hollis 
AREA  High  School.  A  Building  Committee  was  appointed,  preliminary 
educational  specifications  were  drafted,  and  an  architect  was  employed  to 
assist  in  preparing  for  a  building  renovation/addition  project.  That  task  has 
been  a  high  priority  item  for  the  staff  in  the  School  Administrative  Unit  No. 
41  office  as  well  as  for  the  high  school  staff. 

All  of  the  combined  efforts  will  culminate  in  a  Warrant  Article  which  will 
ask  the  Hollis  voters  for  approval  to  issue  bonds  and  borrow  funds  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  necessary  construction.  Following  a  public  hearing  on  March 
25,  1981,  and  a  number  of  meetings  prior  to  that  date,  the  voters  will  be 
asked  to  support  the  bond  issue  at  the  Annual  School  District  Meeting  to  be 
held  on  April  13,  1981. 

One  year  ago,  the  annual  report  focused  on  the  accountability  project,  a 
co-operative  school  district  planning  study,  and  the  new  federal  accounting 
system  (Handbook  II),  and  it  can  be  reported  that  there  has  been  con- 
siderable progress  in  all  three  areas. 

ACCOUNTABILITY: 

The  competency  testing  was  accomplished  in  May,  1980,  and  during  the 
summer  months  an  accountability  sub-committee  worked  to  assess  both  the 
results  and  the  testing  instruments.  In  coordination  with  the  state  it  was 
determined  that  more  work  was  needed  to  finalize  the  tests  and  that  process 
is  under  way. 

COOPERATIVE  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  STUDY: 

The  Hollis  and  Brookline  Boards  appointed  a  committee  to  study  the 
feasibility  of  the  foundation  of  such  a  district.  Both  Boards  have  heard 
reports  from  the  committee  and  have  agreed  to  place  the  question  before  the 
voters  in  both  towns  during  the  annual  meetings  in  March,  1982.  This  will 
permit  the  committee  to  do  further  research  on  the  advantages  and  to 
prepare  a  proposed  set  of  Articles  of  Agreement. 

HANDBOOK  II: 

Because  of  the  complete  conversion  to  the  new  system  during  last  year, 
the  proposed  1981-82  budget  can  be  easily  compared  to  the  1979-80  and 
1980-81  budgets.  Those  budgets  may  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  report 
booklet. 

It  should  also  be  reported  that  during  the  current  year  we  have  spent  a 
great  deal  of  time  on  efforts  to  cut  energy  costs  in  our  buildings,  and  are  still 
proceeding  with  a  grant  application  which  will  help  fund  a  number  of 
energy  conservation  measures  at  the  junior  high  and  the  elementary 
schools.  Energy  conservation  will  be  a  consideration  in  the  renovation/addi- 
tion plans  at  the  high  school,  but  as  a  part  of  the  entire  project. 
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Setting  goals  for  the  district  was  a  major  undertaking  by  the  School  Board 
last  spring,  and  those  goals  have  served  as  a  guide  for  all  of  this  year's  plan- 
ning and  progress. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  citizens  of  Hollis  for  their  cooperation,  sup- 
port, and  understanding.
